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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is responsive to the amendments filed February 20, 2009. In the instant 
amendment, claims 1-3, 5-25, and 28-42 have been amended. 

2. Claims 1-3, 5-25, and 28-42 have been examined, and all remained pending claims 
are now allowed (renumbered 1-39). 

Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

3. As Applicants pointed out in the Remarks, the prior art of record (Muller) does not 
disclose and/or fairly suggest at least claimed limitations recited in independent claim 1 
such as "...the script repository retrievably storing a plurality of parameterized command 
script templates and user parameter sets, each of said user parameter sets having 
version identifier, whereby multiple versions of user parameter sets are stored in said 
script each of said parameterized command script templates . . . 

a managed entity configuration management module populating said 
parameterized command script templates to derive corresponding command scripts, the 
managed entity configuration management module further additional user parameter 
values to be entered when discrepancies arise between a command script template 
version identifier and the user parameter set version identifier", and similarly recited in 
such manners in other independent claims 16, 21, 25, and 30 (Remarks, pp. 20-23). 

These claimed limitations are not present in the prior art of record and would not 
have been obvious, thus all pending claims are allowed.
